PROF. JAMES CLARK FOYE FALLS 
DEAD ‘FROM THE HEAT. 


He Starts from His Home for a Spin for 
the Benefit of His Health and Had 
Been on the Machine but a Few 
Minutes When He Was Prostrated— 
He Expired Before Medical Assist- 
ance Could Be Summoned—Inguest 
This Morning. 


Prof. James Clark Foye, head instructor 
in chemistry at Armour Institute, was over- 
come by the heat while riding a bicycle yes- 
terday afternoon and died in the street be- 
fore medical assistance could be summoned. 

The prostration. occurred about. 3 o'clock, 
at Michigan avenue and Thirty-fifth street. 
Prof. Foye was riding alone and was seen 
to pitch from his wheel as though stricken 
with a blow.

Village with Factories, Houses, and 
Schools, but No Inhabitants, Fore- 
closed Under a Mortgage. 


Bridgeton, N. J., July 3.—({Bpecial,}—Sheriff 
Allen R. Shinn has just had the unusual 
distinction of selling an entire town, 

Two thousand dollars was the price paid, 
and the title of the Hebrew settlement of 
Halbertson passed at public sale from the 
Cumberland Land and Improvement com- 
pany to the New.Jersey Loan and Invest- 
ment company, who had a mortgage upon 
the entire tract, and foreclased on it. What 
they will do with the place is not known. 

Halbertson was started some years ago to 
provide homes for the Russian Hebrew im- 
migrants. Twenty-two houses were erected 
on the tract and a large factory putup. For 
a time the village prospered, but the class of 
people there were not active and thrifty, 
and gradually it became a/deserted village, 
not one of the inhabitants remaining. |. 

Maurice River Township built a large 
schoolhouse there, which like the other build- 
ings is unused. ‘This is bélieved to be the 
first case on record of a Sheriff selling an 
entire town.

Scene of a Horrible Death. 

Hundreds of helpless and horror stricken 
people. witnessed, the dying agonies of a 
young colored avoman this morning at 12:30 
o’clock at Taylor and Clark streets. The 
woman was. struggling with a charged 
electric wire which was wrapped about her 
like a hissing serpent and which finally 
directly caused her death by a constantly 
tightening coil around her neck, choking and 
burning her to unconsciousness. 

The horrible accident came:about in a most 
singular manner. An ascending sky rocket 


came-in contact with a telephone wire, the 
wire was snapped and fell across a trolley’ 


wire of the South. Clark street line. The 
woman, “‘ Babe’’ Mason, aged 27 years, liv- 
ing at No. 460 State street, was one of numer- 
ous pedestrians upon Clark street at the 
time. The dislodged wire, heavily charged 
from the trolley wire, was writhing and 
curling in the street, causing all nearby to 
flee in dismay. The woman was not so 
fortunate as many others at the spot at the 
time, and was struck upon the head by the 
wire. Then, as if the thing were endowed 
it wrapped about her, while she 
screamed and with her hands endeavored to 
free herself. s 
Work of Rescue. 

A Wentworth avenue car was passing 
south at the time and was within thirty feet 
of the woman when the-wire came in contact 
with her. By strenuous efforts Motorman 
Stevens succeéded in stopping the car before 
itsrushed upon the woman, who by this time 
had struggled to the street, and, with Con- 
ductor Fenton and passengers of the car 
and hundreds who had assembled, thought 
of attempting the work of rescue. It soon 
seemed evident that all such efforts contem- 
plated or attempted must necessarily » in 
vain. 

Among the first to attempt. actual rescue 
was Dr. T. H. Wetzell, Polk and Clark 
streets, who seized a metallic bar which was 
near at hand and with it endeav ored to drag 
the wire from the woman.* Dr. Wetzell was 
seriously shocked, and others who ventured 
to assist him in his hazardous undertaking 
were likewise given dreadful note of the 
death that the wire contained. 

A white man, whose name could not be 
learned, who passed in that direction at the 
time of the accident, was touched by the 
wire likewise upon the head and sustained 
a serious shock, not sufficient, however, to 
prevent him from running as rapidly as 
possible, leaving his hat behind, 


Death Was Inevitable. | 

By the time Dr. Wetzel and the one or two 
venturesome with. him had done all in their 
power to rescue the woman, the cessation 
of her shrieks as the wire sputtered and 
burned her flesh and clothing told those 
assembled unmistakably that the unfortu- 
nate was in the death agony. 

By the time an ambulance could be sum- 
moned from the Harrison Street Station the 
woman's struggles were Over and ghe lay 
in the street simply a helpless piece of 
charred flesh. 

The wire coiled about her neck had burned 
its way deep to the bone. Other portions of 
her body were burned either by the live wire 
itself or by the fire arising from the igniting 
of her clothing. 

The jam in the street was terrific. Street 
ears, vehicles, and pedestrians massed to- 
gether caused a suspension of traffic for 
nearly half an hour. The scene was more 
shocking than could have been depicted, and 
many turned away sick and faint.. 

The woman’s body was removed by the 
police to Rolston’s undertaking ‘establish- 
ment. The woman is said to have been 
married and lived with her husband, Ben 
Mason, at the address above given.

Twelve have expressed 
dissatisfaction with the platform, but 
pledge themselves to the support of the 
ticket; two have bolted both the platform 
and ticket, and 264 have declared unequiv- 
ocally for the platform and announce their 
determination to support McKinley.

WOULD SAYE CITY $300,000 A YEAR. 


Mr. Healy and Attorney Iles Enthusi- 
astic in Advocating Abolishment 
of Township Organizations. 


“Tf township organizations were abol- 
ished,’’ said President Healy of the Board 
of County Commissioners, ‘‘ the saving in 
the matter of assessing and collecting ‘taxes 
would be fully 35 per cent .of the present 
cost: and the improvement in the system 
would ‘be 300 per cent. With the county 
divided into three districts and one Assessor 
elected from each, the three to constitute 
a board independent of all authority except a 
recourse on appeals, the taxes would be uni- 
formly spread and much time saved in the 


assessment ahd collection. 

‘To accomplish this reform a petition 
signed by 60,000 voters must be presented 
to the County Board not later than Aug. 
31, in order that a vote may be taken at the 
November election. But few petition blanks 
have been circulated thus far and we have 
now 5,000 signatures. These petitions should 
be placed in every drug store and hotel in or- 
der that the people may see them. As it is 
a matter which must be presented to the 
County Board it is pont 1 toe, tng that any mem- 
ber of the board should take part ig the cir- 
culation of the petitions,’’ - " 

‘‘T have prepared an opinion to submit to 
the board on éhe legal aspect of the case,”’ 
said County-Attorney Iles. ‘* Melville W. 
Fuller, before he became Chief Justice, sub- 
mitted an opinion strongly in favor of the 
change. William C. Goudy had also given 
one which was not so favorable, but that 
was because of the existence of the Towns of 
Lake and Hyde Park, which have sface been 
annexed... From the statistics I e pre- 
pared I believe the city would save $300,000 
a year, or 60 percent of the present cost. 

‘“‘There are no insurmountable obstacles 
to the abolishment of the separate towns by 
vote of the people. The only objéction 
would be thatethe West and South Park 
Boards could not levy taxes by special as- 
sessment and the Lincoln Park Board could 
not levy any taxes. But this could be reme-

‘SINGLE TAX LEADERS WELCOMED. 


Henry George and Others Are Given a 
Cordial Greeting at the Club of 
Their Followers, 


The rooms of the Single Tax club in the 
Schiller Theater Building were crowded by 
an enthusiastic audience last evening to 
greet Henry George, the father of the single 
tax movement, and Tom L. Johnson, Presi- 
dent of the Single Tax League of the United 
States. George H, Robertson, editor of the 
Cleveland Recorder, was also present. . 

When the men entered the rooms cheer 
after cheer was given. President Bingham 
first introduced Mr. Johnson. The speaker 
said it had long been his wish to visit the 
Chicago club. He knew it as the most flour- 
ishing one in the United States. These were. 
stirring times, he said. The country was 
upset discussing political questions. It was 
now the time to think deeply upon the singlé 
tax.question, 

‘‘ Every country except the United States 
has provided an elastic currency for the 
people,’’ he said, ‘*so that it contracts and 
expands age ery red with busirfess, but 
that of the Unfted States contracts when it 
should most expand.”

SPECIAL REPORT FILED BY NAYAL BOARD 


Thirteen and Six Inch Guns Are Fa- 
vored and the Double-Decked 
Tarrets Are Condemned. 


Washington, D. C., July 3.—[Special.}—The 
Naval Board, of which Admiral Walker was 
President, has handed to Secretary Herbert 
a confidential report on the condition of bat- 
tleships already constructed, which also 
makes a number of important suggestions 
for the guidance of those who design the 
future vessels. 

The board was originally ordered some 
months ago to settle the vexed question of 
ordnance on board the biggest ships of war. 
There was @ difference of expert opinion as 
to the relative value of the various cali- 
bers. Some favored guns of the highest 
caliber, others wanted few guns of large size 
—_ many weapons of smaller caliber, and go 


°"The Walker board was supposed to go into 
the question very thoroughly, and it has re- 
ported in favor of thirteen-inch guns and 
six-inch guns. This is satisfactory to most 
naval officers who know about ordnance. 
The largest guns are expected to cope with 
the most powerful ordnance that can be 
brought against us, while the facility with 
which the six-inch guns can be worked 
makes weapons of that caliber very useful. 
The ordnance officers are gradually extend- 
ing the rapid-fire system tothe six-inch guns, 
in which it is possible to load the guns 
without much delay and@ to handle the am- 
munition with the least possible effort and 
loss of time. The next best gun is the larg, 
est made for naval purposes, the thirteen- 
inch, of which caliber every battleship will 
carry at least four. 

The board is strong in its condemnation of 
the double turret, a novelty in the arrange- 
ment of guns on the ship’s deck which has 
met, with much opposition in the depart- 
ment. 

The Secretary was for a long time in a 
quandary as to the wisdom of the structure, 
which was really a two-storied turret re- 
volving together, each containing guns of 
separate caliber served by independent am- 
munition hoists and equipped with intricate 
machinery. It is now found that thescheme 
is not satisfactory, and no-one would be sur- 
prised to learn that the turrets will be taken 
off the two ships for which they were orig- 
inally planned. 


OFFERS ANOTHER SILVER’ CUP. 


Simon Klee Gives a Trophy to Aeolus 
Cycling Club.

MARABLE PAYS THE PENALTY. 


Murder of Mrs) Lucy Jane Pollard Is 
Averfged in Farmville, Va. 

Farmville, Va., July 3.—Soloman Marable 
was hanged here this morning for the mur- 
der of Mrs. Lucy Jane Pollard on June 14, 
1895: He met his fate calmly and on the 
scaffold reiterated his oft-repeated state- 
ment that Mrs. Pollard was murdered by a 
white man. Marable was pronounced dead 
eighteen and one-half minutes after the 
drop fell. Three negro women are alleged 
to have been accomplices in the Pollard 
murder, which aroused the whole State of 
Verginia.

NOT A’ SINGLE FIGURE GIVEN. 
Altgeld says in his interview: 


Formerly all of the gold and all of the silver 
that was mined each year was added to the stock 
of money of the world, and so rapid was the in- 
crease in population and the demands for money 
that even then it was difficult to maintain prices, 
Now the annual addition to the stock of money 
is less than half what it formerly was, while the 
annual increase in popujation is very much 
greater. 


Gold or silver bullion is not “ money.” 
Neither metal becomes money until it is 
coined by the government. There never 
was a year when‘all the gold and silver 
mined was coined. Much of it was used for 
industrial purposes or ornaments. In 1894, 
for instance, eight nations, England not be- 
ing among them, used in the industrial arts 
$344 million dollars worth of gold, and near- 
ly 27 million dollars worth of silver. 

But disregarding that manifest error, Alt- 
geld, in order to complete his story, should 
give a table showing how much gold and 
silver the world coined annually “ former- 
ly,” say previous to 1873, and how much it 
has coined since then. Then he should 
state also what the population was “ for- 
“merly ” and what it is now. Then it would 
be easy to see whether the facts sustained 
his allegations. 

Doubtless by “‘ formerly ’’ he means prior 
}'to 1873, when the European nations began 
stopping the free coinage of silversthe price 
of which had been falling for some years. 
During the twenty-five yéars preceding 1873 
how much silver and gold was coined an- 
nually in) the world? | Altgeld ought to 
‘state, but he does not, for some reason, Nor 
does he say how much silver would have 
been coined annually since 1873 by those 
European) nations which suspended their 
free cainage about that time, if they had 
kept on, and ‘the price of silver had not 
fallen? He says: it would not have fallen 
but for the “ unfriendly legislation of Eu- 
rope and the United States,” which consisted 
of coining 500 millions in twelve years, and 
from 1792 to 1873 eight millions. 

If silver had remained worth 129 cents an 
ounce the United States would have coined 
but few ‘dollars. No silver dollar would 
have remained in circulation, because they 
would be!) worth a little more than gold dol- 
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place it at a quarter of a hundred thousand.

VIOLATION OF CONTRACTS. 

The platform to be adopted by the con- 
vention which meets here next week will be 
written by a faction which has an over- 
whelming majority of the delegates.

The New York Journal correspondent

DECLARES DRUNKENNESS A DISBASE. 


Opinion of Colorado Supreme Court on 
Compulsory Cure—County Must 
Treat Drunkards. 


Denver News: In an opinion rendered by 
Supreme Court 
yesterday, the-eonstitutionality of the Kee- 
ley law was sustained, and the judgment of 
the County Court of Arapahoe County in the 
case of W. T. House, an’ inebriate, was re- 
versed, and the cause remanded. 

In 1895 the State Legislature passed a 
law which provided’ that any drunkard or 
any.ofticer of any charitable institution may 
file petition in the County Court in the 
county where such drunkard may reside for 
six months, stating that such disease has 
passed beyond the control of said drunkard, 
and asking for an order to send him to an 
institution for treatment at the expense of 
the county. William T. House petitioned the 
County Court of Arapahoe, but was refused, 
the Judge claiming the act unconstitutional, 
in that it offended against Sec. 34, Art. 5, of 
the Constitution, which declares: 

‘No appropriation shall be made for 
charitable, industrial, educational, or be- 
nevolent purposes to any person, corpora- 
tion, or community, not under the absolute 
control of the State, nor to any denomina- 
tional or sectarian institution or associa- 
tion.”’ ° 

And also against Sec. 35, as follows: 

“ The General Assembly shall not delegate 
to any special commission, private corpora- 


tion, or association any power to make, . 


supervise, or interfere with any municipal 
improve: ~t, money, property, or effects, 
whether i... | in trust or otherwise, or to levy 
taxes or perform any municipal function 
whatever.”’ 

In summing up Justice Goddard says: 

“We think it would be doing violence to 
the express letter and manifest intendment 
of Sec. 34 to hold that it inhibits the Legis- 
lature from conferring upon counties and 
other public corporations the power to use 
county and municipal funds in support of 
their indigent poor’in the manner provided 
in the act in question. And more clearly 
untenable is the claim that the act contra- 
venes the provisions of See-35, The design 
and purpose of this section.is to prohibit 
the delegation to private corporations of 
the exercise of powers strictly governmental, 
and we are unable to perceive wherein the 
act delegates any such power to the institute. 
The service it renders in the treatment 
and cure of inebriates is in no sense the per- 
formance of any of thé inhibited municipal 
functions. While.the act may in some re- 
spects be defective and subject to some of 
the criticisms urged against it, it is not in 
our opinion obnoxious to any of the con- 
stitutional objections urged, and must be up- 
held as a legitimate exercise df,legislative 
“power.”

Goddard, in his opinion, practically followed 
the line of their brief.

| AMERICAN WOMEN AS INVENTORS. 


Statistics Showing Progression of the 
Inventive Faculty in Women Re- 
vealed by the Records, 


The United States Patent Office records 
give some interesting information in regard 
to the progress of the inventive faculty among 
‘American women. The office was established 
in 1790, but it was nearly twenty years before 
a patent was issued to a woman. The first 
was ‘in 1809. This was issued for a method 
of weaving straw with silk or thread. In 
1826 there were fourteen patents issued to 
women, a larger number by far than had 
been issued any previous year. It is singular 
to note that the feminine genius for inven- 
tion appeared to.slumber from that time un- 
til it was suddenly aroused by the great 
war. Many of the women’s patents that 
then poured into the Patent Office were for 
implements and materials of war and for 
hospital appliances and sick-room devices. 
From the sixties the number of women pat- 
entees steadily increased, In 1870 it was 60; 
in 1880, over 90; in 1890, over 200, and in 1893, 
over 300. From 1809 to 1888 women’s inven- 
tions averaged 30 a year; from 1888 to 1892, 
230 -. year, and since 1892, 280 a year. Of 
the subject of these inventions wearing ap- 
parel heads the list, with 160 different pat- 
ents in two years and a half. Next come 
cooking utensils, with 100 inventions; furni-

Practical Device Likely to Find Favor 
with American Women. 

A newly patented skirt holder, whieh is 

made by a Leipsic firm, is of great practical 


value for modern ladies’ skirts. In. wet 
weather it is rather difficult to hold up the 
skirt provided with a number of deep plaits, 
since, owing to the great width of the bot- 
tom, only part of the skirt can be raised 
with one hand, while the other side gets wet 
and dirty. The new patent skirt holder does 
away with this inconvenience, and with a 
single move of the hand takes up the entire 
skirt in the back as much as desired by the 
wearer. The two cuts show how the skirt 
holder is attached to the skirt and its mode 
of action when raised. Three braids pro- 
vided on each side are pulled through rings 
fastened to the skirt in.the way shown and 
are joined together at the waist-band. A 
button at the side of the waist-band of the 
skirt is all that is seen when in use.
